The Administration repudiated this 
policy in toto, and by political m a n ­ 
date raised wages, reduce ti hours of 
work, and adopted a polit y of nation 
wide -pending r,n a large scale. The 
government assumed control of busi­ 
ness, and proceeded to dictate the 
policies and specific economic pro­ 
cesses of private business. 
Bv increasing the national debt to

I payers’ money to the four winds, a 
temporary “ done’’ prosperity wjas ob­ 
tained.
